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REMARKS 

Claims 1-31 were examined and reported in the Office Action. Claims 1-31 are rejected. 

Claims 1-31 remain. 

Applicant requests reconsideration of the application in view of the following remarks. 

1. Double Patenting 

It is asserted in the Office Action that claims 1-31 are rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-49 of U. S. 
Patent No. 7,139,808. 

Applicant submits a timely filed terminal disclaimer in compUance with 37 CFR 
1.321(c), which is enclosed with this response to overcome the non-statutory double patenting 
rejection. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the non-statutory double patenting rejection for claims 1-31 
is respectfiiUy requested.
